| unless we realise all that is involved 
lin a new Europe, and add there- 
to.all the change introduced by Air 
| Transport and the breaking down 
‘the divisions’; between nations, we 
shall not’ be awake to the signs of 
| the times. ee 


WORLD-PARTNERSHIP. 
Now there is no question, as Mr. 
Garvin says'in many chapters, that 
| what we. want in the New Europe is 
first and foremost, a: lasting peace, 
and next, as a means thereto, a world- 
partnership. It is to effect these 
objects that the League of Nations 
has been formulated—over-praised in 
some quartets, over-criticised ‘in 
others. To the actual constitution of 
that World League, Mr. Garvin de- 
votes several careful and serious’ 
pages. Obviously as a panacea it 
holds the field; there is nothing to 
rival it. But it has many, defects; 
above. all the ‘defect-—-in accordance: 
with the argument.of this book—that 
.it depends too much upon political’ 
factors, and-depends ‘too little upon, 
‘economic factors. Political com- 
Tunity must be turned into economice 
partnership, All' the trade’ routes, | 
made secure and protected against 
selfish’ ambitions, myst distribute to 
every quarter of the world the great 
‘matural’ products’ on.-which cosmic 
welfare depends. i 
Tf peace is our‘aim, what ls it that 
hinders peace?’

THE HELP OF AMERICA. 


We must pass over many other 
topics discussed by Mr. Garvin in 
great fullness and with an almost 
feverish eagerness, We come, how- 
ever, to what may be not unjustly 
described as the main idea of the 
book, the co-operation of Great 
Britain and the United States, and 
especially the practical support of 
America in establishing and ¢arrying 
out all that is involved in the League 
‘of Nations. Here Mr. Garvin urges 
an eloquent plea that our kinsmen 
across the Atlantic having set their 
hands to the plough should not now 
turn back. If they have so far 
transcended the narrow interpreta- 
tion of the Monroe Doctrine as to 
join with European communities in 
issues of importance for the world at 
large, Americans must take the 
consequences. They must. accept 
the burdens and responsibilities, even 
'so far as'to become a mandatory 
power and ‘supervise the welfare, let 
us say, of Armenia. To this point 
the author returns again and again, 
urging, with all the arguments at his 
command, the great and solemn 
duty resting onthe Anglo-Saxon race, 
and the necessity of a close and 
fruitful union between its two divi- 
sions, in ordef”’ to secure a ‘world 
|peace. He,sees the drawbacks to the 
existing position of affairs, and notes 
‘also many of the imperfections of the 


| But he also suggests ways of over: 
coming some of .the difficulties, 
bespecially by fixing attention on the 
| economic factors which, in his opin- 


‘ion, are all important. 


A useful discussion is added in the 
last. chapter as to the meaning of 
,curent phrases such as Nationalism, 
Tnternationalism, and what fs called 
‘Super-nationalism. It is not true 
that Nationalism is to be superseded 
by Internationalism, for the latter 
. aims not ‘at superseding the sover- 
eignty of States, but at combining 
;them for willing action. Super- 
nationalism, again, is'.at bottom a 
wholly different idea, for it desires 
the crdation of a super-sovereignty, 
| wielding powers. of central govern- 
Ment, and reducing nations gradually 
to a- merely. provincial status. 
I . is. useful to | remember 
these . distinctions at a time 
when, ‘different advocates of one 
system or another . Criticise their 
opponents for suggesting wholly im- 
possible ideals. “Let ug keep,” Mr. 
Garvin cries, “ what has been best in 
the :past."iMuch' of it was found 
good, enough to die for.’ But we are 
‘bound by every sacred obligation to 
look -forward to the future. And 
here-the issue before us is perfectly
